REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In looking over the school statistics of the various towns in 
our county, and comparing them with the registers of our teach- 
ers for the past year we find that our schools stand second to 
none except in length of term, and average daily absence from 
school. The length of the schools we hope will be remedied by 
the donation of money from the State school fund. 

Many scholars have been kept from the daily attendance at 
the schools by their parents in plain violation of law. 

In one school the average daily absence was less than one 
half of one scholar per day. In another it was seven and one 
half scholars per day. This latter is a very bad showing and 
seriously affects the standing of the whole town district. 

It was the pleasure of one member of your school board on 
two occasious to meet at the close of the terms nearly every 
parent in the district. Their interest in the prosperity of the 
school was manifested by the remarks of some and the presence 
of all. This is as it should be. Their presence influenced the 
teacher to do her best, and encouraged the scholars to renewed 
efforts on their part. There has been marked improvement in 
this respect in all our schools, but there is still opportuniy for 
more. 

The degree of culture and education i: a town or community 
depends nor on the accomplishments of any one person or in- 
dividual but on the standing as a whole. The standing of a 
people is measured by its intelligence and culture, and the ruii- 
ments of these are first acquired in our common schools. Let 
us unite our efforts individually and collectively to raise the 
educational standing of our schools, and thus the standing of 
our town, to a higher plane, realizing the longer our children 
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can be kept at school, the higher will be the educational devel- 
opment of the community. ‘Therefore let us push education. 
Embrace all its opportunities, and give evcry boy and girl the 
chance they have but once in a lifetime.
